Promptly at midnight 
Central European Time, the RBI 
signal was terminated (interrupting 
the music) and Radio Deutche Welle 
100k over the frequency. 

The world didn't lose much from the 
passing of the DDR, but their SW 
program was often pretty good - not 
solely the Stalinist diaitibe that 
came from certain other communist 
countries.
